FOR 2011-12 HUD COOPERATIVE AGREEMENT 

WHEREAS, the City of Durham through the Neighborhood Improvement Services 
Department has been awarded a HUD Cooperative Grant from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development; and

WHEREAS, the City has always promoted fair housing through education, outreach and 
training;

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Durham deems this activity to be a worthy and 
desirable undertaking;

NOW, THEREFORE, PURSUANT TO N.C.G.S. 159-13.2, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF DURHAM

that pursuant to Section 13.2 of Chapter 159 of the General Statutes of North 
Carolina, the following Grant Project Ordinance is hereby adopted for the period
beginning October 1, 2011 and terminating on September 30, 2017.

Section 1. The project authorized is to fund fair housing training, education, and 
outreach programs as outlined in the HUD Cooperative Agreement.

Section 2. The City Manager is authorized and directed to undertake the project 
within the limitations of the funds appropriated herein.

Section 3. The following revenue is anticipated to be available to the City of Durham 
Neighborhood Improvement Services Department to complete the project:

U.S. HUD Cooperative Agreement Award        $ 153,640
(Case Processing, Administrative Costs, Training)

Section 4. The total amount appropriated for this project is:           $ 153,640

Section 5. Within five days after adoption, the City Clerk shall file a copy of the 
ordinance with the Director of Finance, the Director of Budget and 
Management Services, the Accounting Services Manager and the 
Neighborhood Improvement Services Director.  A copy of this ordinance 
shall be filed in the Office of the City Clerk and shall be available for 
public inspection as provided by law.
